2. No source material is with this collection, as the author
again states ... 'the bulk of supporting documents should be avail-
able with the Philippine Government, which indeed, is below par
compared to US Government standards, there are still many living
Philippino, American, Thai, Vietnamese and several Latin-American
nationals, mostly well placed personalities, that can substantiate
the claims of this narrative."
